Alamo had high ideals and a 
good example. They had attended 
the community church

The first service was held m

Kirk, 
now Methodist pastor at Sabinal. 
Texas. 
Among the first houses erected 
in Alamo was the parsonage, com­ 
pleted and occupied the following 
June. 
Plans for a new church, the 
finest in the Valley, were adopted, 
but rising prices forbade the erec­ 
tion and a temporary tabernacle 
was 
constructed and 
paid for 
without a subscription list. 
It 
was built on land donated by the 
above named land company, and 
occupied in the fall of 1919. 
120 Members At First 
The church roll showed a mem­ 
bership of 120 members, with a 
Sunday school. Christian Endeavor 
and Ladies Aid. 
Rev. Kirk resigned in Novem­ 
ber, 1920. and was succeeded by 
Rev. William Baldwin. 
In August of the same year 
Rev. Dr. W. F. Hamner assumed 
the pastorate, and for three years 
led the church in harmony and 
progress to a point where alt 
thought of temporariness was for­ 
gotten and a good growth in num ­ 
bers and activity was noted. 
Dr. 
Hamner passed away in August, 
1923. while preparing for Sunday 
evening service. 
His last mes­ 
sage that morning was a call to 
rally and build a new church.

CITRUS ADVERTISING LAW 
An Act to conserve and promote 
the prosperity and welfare of the 
Texas Citrus industry and of the 
State of Texas by promoting the 
sale of citrus fruits pioduced in 
Texas through the conducting of a 
publicity, advertising and sales pro­ 
motion campaign to increase the 
consumption of such citrus fruits:

Macck Still Silent 


Macek was expected to remain 


silent at Zagreb, Croat capital, -on 
all overtures that he be active in 
the new regime, it was said, at least 
until he can go to Belgrade Tues- 
day or Wednesday and investigate 
the situation at first hand.

Estate, Survey 485, was bottomed at 
4,673 feet, and 5 1-2-inch o. d. cas- 
ing was cemented at 4,411 feet. 
Through casing perforations 
(34 


shots) at 4,350-56 feet, th^well was 
being swabbed. This is another new 
sand to be tested in the field, and 
for that reason was being given 
considerable 
attention. 


In Survey 486, Continental Oil 


Co. No. B-43 Slick Estate cemented 
casing on bottom at 4,162 feet, then 
gun-perforated 
with 59 shots at 


3,734-51 feet. The well was showing 
oil while cleaning into pits prior to 
gauging.

Full Text Of Texas Citrus Advertising Bill 


CITRUS ADVERTISING LAW 
An Act to conserve and promote 


th« prosperity and welfare of the 
Texas Citrus industry and of the 
State of Texas by promoting the 
aale of citrus fruits piod'jced in 
Texas through the conducting of a 
publicity, advertising and sales pro- 
motion campaign to increase the 
consumption of such citrus fruits; 
to levy and impose an excise tax 
on grapefruit and oranges produced 
In Texas and to provide for the col- 
lection thereof; to create E citrus 
advertising fund; to vest the ad- 
ministration of this Act 'in the Tex- 
as Citrui Commission and to pro- 
vide for the powers, duties and 
authority of said Commission here- 
under; and to provide penalties for 
violations of this Act. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGIS- 


LATURE OF THE STATE OF 
TEXAS: 
SECTION 1. That economic waste 


Is beintf fostered In the citrus in- 
dustry of the State of Texas by the 
lack of proper advertising and dis- 
semination of information neces- 
sary for the development of the 
sale of citru* fruits grown in the 
State of Texas; that such unneces- 
sary and unreasonable waste creates 
chaotic economic conditions in the 
citrus industry of the State of Texas 
of such severity as to imperil the 
ability of producers of citrus fruits 
to contribute in a p p r o p r i a t e 
amounts to the support of the ordi- 
nary governmental and educational 
functions, thus tending to increase 
and increasing the tax burdens of 
other citizens for the same purposes; 
that in the interest of public wel- 
fare and general prosperity of the 
State of Texas this avoidable and 
unnecessary loss can and should be 
eliminated by acquainting the gen- 
eral public with the health giving 
qualities of the food and/or dietetic 
value of Texas citrus fruits.

It begins somewhere along in 1014, 


with R. M. Hoots, an Indian, and 
U.xeeit, an undorsix.ed race mare, 
as the contra! figures. 


Hoots had considerable success 


with the mare-, racing her at county 
fairs, nnd against horses owned by 
other Indians. He decided to try 
his luck with her at thp Juarez 
i.Mexico i track, shipped her, enter- 
ed her in a claiming race—and a 
claim was put in the bnx. 


The Indian, u n f a m i l i a r with rac- 


ing rules, didn't know that his be- 
loved mare could br claimed from 
him. When all this was explained, 
he promised to deliver the mare to 
the new owner the next day. But 
Hoots and L'secit disappeared in the 
night. 


In the circumstances, the officials 


had to rule off Hoots for life. 


The Indian returned in his home 


in Oklahoma, A few years passed. 
Oil was discovered on his property, 
and. over night he bfi-ame a mil- 
lionaire. 


Almost his first act was 'o ship 


Usecit to Kentucky, to brede hc-r tu 
Black Toncy. the famous E. R. Brad- 
ley sire. But before the foal arrived. 
Hoots became seriously i l l , and. on 
his deathbed, he gasped to his wife:
